ern Caucasus.

Jews who arrived in Daghestau in tht

and tho vine. 
Considerably before the 


Kussian conquest of the Caucasus these 
Jews were established at the aoul ol 
Andreicvsky, on tho plateau of Koumyk, 
mid it was iiflcr thin that they came iiitc 
the Terek, where they set'led in a placu 
named 1'ortytch, between the present 
rttauit/as 
of 
Scheikaxavodskaiu 
ami 


Stehedriuskaio. 
With the view of mora 


successfully resisting the attacks of tho 
mountaincois, thoy were then installed 
in tho aouls of Audrciovsky, Tasoh- 
ketchi, Krzil-Yutt iind others, which 
•they occupy at tho present day. 


Ihoy number about live hundred 


families. 
They speak different dialects 


of tho Circassian mountaineers, but they 
prefer writing and talking the language 
of J''iu'Mbtan, which they brought with 
them from Persia. 
Their Talmud i.s 


translated into that language. 
They 


have nothing in common with Russian 
ffews except their religion, which, how- 
ever, possesses some distinctive feat- 
ures. 
Their rabbis uro subordinate to 


tho Chief Kabbi of Dctiiaiul. Thu Dagh 
Tchoufont an; engaged both in co 
niercc and agriculture. 
They were tho 


lir-,1, mounlaiueers of Terek to visit thu 
towns and distant fairs of Russia, and 
their example hits contributed much to 
the 
Industrial 
development of 
tho 


mountaineers. 
They now enjoy tho 


samo rights as the other Circassians, 
they can possess lands and pay equal 
taxes wnh tho rest. — London Times.
